ELECTRICITY AND PLANTS. 


New experim ents in forcing plant 
grow th in 
electric 
light 
were tried 
abroad recently, 
and 
the 
Electrical 
W<trtd r« p* rt* th at the experim ents ara 
•a little unusual in that they were tried 
Indoors in tw,» exactly sim ilar houses, 
lone lighted naturally and the eth er 
’having n addition to Its natural light- 
in t fseUltDs an ordinary m ercury arc 
lamp. which w as placed in us* about 
an (tour before sunset and kept In 
servile for approxim ately four a n t a 
half hours 
The ex|maur* and tem ­ 
perature of the two houses were alike, 
SO that th* results appear to h av q 
be* n --tvletly com parable. 
It is reported that the seels of or- 
diner) vegetables germ inated con rid 
cra» Iy earlier in the electrically lighted 
hoi,M< than In the other. 
T his Is nae 
of those extraordinary results which 
have som etim es turned up before in 
sim ilar sorts of experim entation, but 
for which no rational explanation can 
be offered. 
It ta highly probable at 
least that tho aced* wee* buried and 
It Is highly Impruhabi# that any light 
ray s reached them . C ertainly the m er­ 
cury ar* gives nu radiation except a 
certain am ount of heat radiation, which 


can penetrate earth even to a very 
small distance. 
It Is possible that in this cass the 
heat radiation of the lamp, which Is 
considerable, undoubtedly m ight pro­ 
duce at least a small effect on lightly 
buried seed. 
C ertainly one loaning. 
fairly ascribe this particular effect to 
th# light received, of which the ch arac­ 
ter ie perfectly well known. 
In the case of the growing plants 
the various flowering specim ens could 
I be directly affected by the light and 
are reported ae actually showing con­ 
siderable Increase In grow th and much 
freer flowering than the sim ilar plants 
In the unlighted house 
A sim ilar r e ­ 
sult reported for a straw berry bed 
which showed sn Increase of crop of 
"5 per cent is equally understandable 
and quite In line with some previous 
experim ents. 
Perhaps one may hardly expert the 
process to be an economical on* In o r­ 
dinary agricultural operations, but it 
certainly might be well worth trying 
in floral culture where, on account of 
the ordinary effect of the seasons, rn

Johnson, a striking motorman, 
wan shot and wounded by a policeman 
who fired *nto the crowd th at surged 
around the first car out.
